GENERAL PRISONS BOARD, IRELAND. 



TO HIS GRACE JOHN WINSTON, DUKE OE MARLBOROUGH, K.G. 

Dublin Castle, 30tli September, 1879. 
Mat it please your Grace, 

In compliance with the requirements of the 15th section of 
the General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877, we have the honour to 
submit this our first Report, as thereby required, on the condi- 
tion of the prisons and prisoners under our jurisdiction during the 
year 1878. 

On the appointment of the Chairman, Sir Walter Crofton, on 
the 9th November, 1877, the offices of Inspectors-General of 
Prisons and Director of Convict Prisons ceased to exist, in com- 
pliance with the 7th section of the Act, and on the 22nd of the 
same month the first meeting of the new Board — consisting of Sir 
W. Crofton (Chairman), Hon. Charles Bourke (Vice-Chairman), 
and Captain Barlow — took place; and in February, 1878, the Lord 
Lieutenant appointed J. Lentaigne, esq., C.B., an unpaid member 
of the Board. As the 17th section of the Act directed the trans- 
fer of all the ordinary prisons and bridewells from the Grand 
Juries and Boards of Superintendence to the General Prisons 
Board, from and after the 1st April, 1878, the Board had hut 
four months to make the necessary provisions for such transfer. 
The first important business of the Board was the consideration 
of the estimates, including the cost of the prison staff for the 
year 1878, and the distribution of the work amongst the Board 
up to the 1st April, 1878. , T • , . 

■ This distribution was made by order of the Lord Lieutenant, 
the Chairman being directed to frame a scheme for the management 
of the prisons after April 1,1878, in connexion with the other two 
paid members of the Board, and the latter were instructed to 
perform the duties connected with County Prisons the Convict 
Prisons, and Habitual Criminals, hitherto respectively performed 
by the Inspectors-General of Prisons and the Director of Convict

In order at once to assimilate the treatment and discipline of 
serious offenders in the different gaols, it was decided to utilize the 
surplus accommodation in both male and female convict prisons at 
Mountjoy, by the transfer thereto, from the local gaols, from time to 
time, under the power vested in the Lord Lieutenant, of all males 
sentenced to terms of imprisonment exceeding twelve months, 
and females whose terms of imprisonment exceeded six months. 
By this arrangement the local prisons were relieved of all 
longer sentences. Arrangements were then made in Mountjoy 
prisons for keeping the county prisoners and convicts quite 
separate, and for the management of the former under the new 
rules, and by a separate staff, though under the direction of the 
same Governor and Female Superintendent. 

The Board had next to consider the subject of the classification 
of the local prisons with reference to sentences, and while they 
arrived at the conclusion that it was then premature to close any 
of the existing buildings, they decided that, as an intermediate 
measure, all male prisoners whose sentences extended from one to 
twelve months, and all female prisoners for from one to six months 
should be in future confined in whichever happened to be the most 
convenient of the following 27 gaols, viz. : — Armagh, Belfast, 
Castlebar, Clonmel, two prisons at Cork, Downpatrick, Drogheda, 
Dundalk, Galway, Grangegorman Prison, and Richmond Bridewell 
(the City of Dublin Prison), Kilkenny, Kilmainham, Limerick 
Prison (two), Londonderry, Maryborough, Mullingar, Naas, 
Nenagh, Omagh, Sligo, Tralee, Tullamore, Waterford, and Wexford. 

Arrangements were at the same time made for the immediate 
reduction of the status of the 11 remaining prisons, viz. — Car- 
low, Carrick-on-Shannon, Cavan, Ennis, Enniskillen, Lifford, 
Longford, Monaghan, Roscommon, Trim, and Wicklow. In those, 
accordingly, are now retained only untried prisoners, and pri- 
soners whose sentences do not exceed one month ; all others 
being transferred, under wari'antfrom your Grace, to some one of 
the 27 large prisons above enumerated. 

Though this reduction in the status of the 11 prisons named 
has been attended with a considerable diminution in the former 
cost of management, the Board are unable to regard the existing 
arrangement as at all a satisfactory one, whether considered in its 
financial aspect, or in its bearing upon the more important ques- 
tion of prison discipline and labour. 

The staff expenses, though reduced to a minimum, are now out 
of all proportion to the number of prisoners in these particular 
cases, amounting on an average to about £34 per head, per annum, 
for the prisoners in custody ; while, owing to the small number 
of the latter, it has been found impossible -in practice to enforce 
in their regard any really" deterrent or reformatory 'system ‘ of 
prison discipline and classification, their services' being very often 
barely sufficient to provide for the necessary routine business 
of the prisons in which they are confined. 

In view of these facts, the Board have recently felt it to he 
their imperative duty to submit, for the approval of your 
Grace, a detailed proposal, by , which the number of local

prisons to be hereafter maintained may be reduced from 
38 to 26, and an annual saving effected of more than £4,000 a 
year in the present amount of officers’ salaries and allowances alone. 

Should this meet, as it is earnestly hoped it may, with your 
Grace’s sanction, the Board do not doubt .that, apart from its 
leading to the very substantial saving just stated, it will further 
be attended with the still more important result of enabling them 
to establish everywhere a far more stringent and uniform system 
of punitive labour and separation than is found to be under 
existing circumstances practicable, in regard to the class of pri- 
soners undergoing their sentences in the particular gaols that 
it is now proposed to discontinue. 

Of the 95 bridewells handed over to the Board, 52 were closed 
in August, 1878, and arrangements made to commit the prisoners 
formerly sent to them to either the county gaol or neighbouring 
bridewells. 

Thirty-nine of the remaining bridewells are ordinary bride- 
wells, to which prisoners can he committed on remand, by two 
justices for 8 days, and by one justice for not more than 3 days,_ but 
these bridewells are not legal places of confinement for convicted 
prisoners, except those convicted for drunkenness, who can be 
sentenced to such bridewells for a period not exceeding 48 hours. 

One of the remaining 4 bridewells — namely, Parsonstown — is 
a district bridewell, in which prisoners for trial, and those con- 
victed for terms not exceeding 4 months, can he committed from 
the surrounding district ; while 8 of the above are certified bride- 
wells, which are legal places of confinement for prisoners under 
sentence for 7 days and prisoners on remand. 

The bridewell of Baltinglass, which was a district one, 
was reduced to an ordinary bridewell, as the building was very 
unsuitable for the lengthened detention of prisoners, and further, 
because this class of bridewell was not required in the locality. 

The number of prison officers attached to the several local 
gaols and bridewells, when they were handed over to our Board, 
Vas 777—641 males, and 136 females— with salaries amounting, 
in round numbers, to £44,000, exclusive of allowances; on the same 
date, in the following year the staff included 622 individuals 
500 males and 122 females— whose salaries amounted to £33,000, 
or nearly £11,000 less than when the Board assumed the control 
of the prisons. . 

To carry out this reduction in so short a time imposed an 
enormous amount of correspondence and labour on the Board 
and the central staff, in dealing with the several claims of the 
officers retired on superannuation — those of over 130 individuals 
having been carefully and minutely examined before being 
forwarded to the Treasury. Of this number 38 were between 
60 and 70 years of age, and 9 exceeded 70, including one ol 
75, one of 79, and one of 80. In the reduction of the statt ot 
the several prisons, care was taken to regard the just claims ot 
each individual, as far as possible, and some of the more efficient 
officers were transferred from the small gaols to others wheie tiieir 
services were required. 
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By the abolition of the office of Local Inspector alone a saving 
of over £4,000 a year was effected, but some of these officers were 
subsequently appointed governors of minor local prisons. 

Owing to the small number of individual females committed 
to our local prisons, and the necessity for concentrating them in 
a few larger prisons, with the object of improving the disci- 
pline, and also of reducing the number of officers, the Board 
decided to convert Cork and Limerick city prisons into 
prisons for females only, reserving Cork county and Limerick 
county prisons for. males only. By this arrangement the 
majority of females in Ireland, whoso sentences do not exceed G 
months, aie now confined in these two gaols, and in those of 
Grangegorman and Belfast, where a uniform discipline can be 
maintained, and industrial labour may be carried out in a much 
more satisfactory manner than if those females were left in small 
prisons, in the different 1 ocalities, as under the old system. Most of 
the gaols had different rules and by-laws, and some had no 
special rules at all, further than those contained in the 108th 
sect io n of 7 George IV., cap. 74. In others the rules were so old 
that they had become obsolete, so that a different system of 
prison management was carried out in almost every county. 

. tbat a uniform system of Government has been, established 
m the various local prisons, vagrant criminals can he made more 
amenable to discipline than heretofore, and in this way it may 
be hoped that while the public will obtain an increased return from 
then Labour while in custody, a sensible reduction may be also 
looked forward to in the number of recommitments in this class. 

A large portion of the time of the Board was occupied in 
flaming the. new rules, and special rules required by the Act, but 
ultimately it was decided that the rules approved bv the Home 
beeretary for the government of English prisons should be adopted 
m Ireland, m order that the system might be as similar as possible 
m both countries. Some of these rules, however, when in practice 
weie ound not to be suitable to our circumstances, and a few, 
necessary alterations have accordingly been since recommended, and 
have received the sanction of the Privy Council and of Parliament. 

Under rules 24, 38, and 39, of the General Pules for the 
government of prisons, the Board were required to form classifi- 
cation tables, m order to carry out the rules; these tables are in 
the appendix at A, but the rule as to requiring boys under 13, 
females, and men over GO to sleep on a plank bed was subse- 
quentiy modified by circular 35 in appendix, p. 22. 

. . wlb b€ ' seen b y a perusal of these labour tables that the object 

n 3S to ca use the earliest portion of the sentence to be the 
most penal, and to encourage the prisoner by his own-good conduct 
an m us ry to improve his position, and advance from class to 
ass, securing greater advantages, and a higher rate of gratuity, 
according to conduct and length of sentence 
In addition to any gratuity that prisoners may earn by 
good conduct and industry, the Board is empowered under 
sect. 4o of the now Prison Act to order a sum not exceeding £2 to bo 
given to any whom they may consider deserving of such assistance, 
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to assist them to lead an honest life. In England such sums are 
generally handed over to prisoners’ aid societies for the benefit of 
the prisoner, and the society sees that the money is judiciously 
expended for his benefit. In the recent Prisons Act provision is 
made for the legal recognition of such societies in Ireland. We 
regret very much howeverthat as yet no advantage has been taken 
of this most useful provision, by the establishment of any such 
societies, but the Board from time to time have exercised their 
powers under that section, by granting small sums of money to 
deserving prisoners on their discharge, more especially to untried 
prisoners whose conduct has been good, and who have volun- 
tarily performed labour for the Board during their imprisonment. 

Owing to the long contemplated legislation on the subject of 
county and borough prisons referred to from year to year in 
reports of the Inspectors-General, the late Boards of Superin- 
tendence refrained from laying out any money that could be 
avoided on repairs and maintenance of their prisons. Con- 
sequently, when they were handed over to our Board, they were 
in many cases very dilapidated and required extensive repairs 
and alterations. Some of them were utterly devoid of the statut- 
able requirements for separate confinement, and were neither arti- 
ficially lighted or heated. It has therefore been necessary to 
undertake in many, very large repairs and alterations which have 
absorbed prison labour and prevented it from being turned to more 
reproductive account. In the appendix will he found a schedule 
of the works and the approximate cost, exclusive of prison labour, 
which has been utilized whenever it has been found practicable. 

For example, in Cork male prison, where extensive alterations 
and additions are being carried out, the Board are doing a great 
part of the work by means of convict labour, convict masons and 
carpenters having been drafted into that prison from Spike 
Island. 

With a view of carrying out the provisions of the Prisons Act, 
to the effect “that means should be taken for promoting in prison 
the exercise of, and instruction in, useful trades and manufactures,” 
we have endeavoured, as far as possible, to avail ourselves of 
prison labour, both for the supply of prison necessaries, and in 
the reconstruction and repair of the prisons, but, as the immediate 
wants were so urgent when the prisons were handed over to our 
Board, we were obliged to procure many of our supplies by con- 
tract, which we hope soon to he able to manufacture for ourselves. 

In several of our local prisons, the males have been chiefly 
occupied in repairs and improvements, and in the eleven minor 
prisons, where the numbers are so small, the time of prisoners has 
been chiefly taken up in cleaning and keeping the buildings in 
order ; prisoners in the probation class have, however, with some 
exceptions, been chiefly occupied in picking oakum, but the de- 
mand in the market for this commodity has been so very limited 
during the last eighteen months, we have now such an 
accumulation of it on hands that we have been obliged to find 
other employment for probation prisoners, though we have not 
considered it advisable to discontinue the oakum picking 
altogether. The hard labour for males, pursued in our prisons, 
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consists of the tread-wheel, .stone-breaking (tasked), loom work 
(tasked), shot drill, and the crank. . 

These different employments are carried on according to the 
means supplied in each prison, and the amount of hard labour en- 
forced, if not tasked, is chiefly regulated by time. In- some of 
the prisons there is no tread-wheel, which is, doubtless, the most 
umforaa mode of enforcing hard labour, though we cannot but 
perceive tha,t it operates very differently on different individuals. 
This objection, however, may be raised to any hard labour that 
has yet been contrived for punitive purposes. 

. As yet our industrial labour has not been developed as exten- 
sively as we could wish, chiefly owing to the insufficient concentra- 
tion. of our prisoners, which we now propose to remedy, but, 
notwithstanding, the following industries are carried out in the 
different prisons the prisonersLfilothes, and also those of the 
officers, are all made up in the different prisons, hut, owing to the 
large supply required during the past year, most, of the local 
prisons were not able to do much more than keep their clotliino- 
m repair, so that the greater part of the new clothing has been 
provided from the Dublin prisons, and that for the officers has 
nearly all been made up at the Mountjoy Female Prison. Owing 
to the strain op the tailoring department of this prison, and the 
unavoidable difficulties in meeting the large supplies required, 
some of the officers’- clothing has not been issued to them when it 
became due, but this, we hope, will he rectified in future, and by 
degrees we hope to establish large tailoring and shoemaking 
classes m several of the larger of the local prisons. . Hitherto ..this 
las i not ; been possible, owing to the few tailor warders and trades’ 
instructors m the service, hut as we have now obtained the ap- 
proval of Government for the appointment of a certain 
number of these officers, we hope soon to have a sufficient num- 
ber ot trades instructors throughout our prisons, to enable prisoners 
o be taught useful trades, and to facilitate the manufacture, ill 
our prisons, of most prison necessaries. We are also about to 
elect a bakery in Mountjoy Male Prison, by which means we 
pi opose to supply bread to all the metropolitan prisons. 

the question of providing libraries in the different prisons, for 
le use of prisoners entitled under the rules to secular books, has 
been carefully considered by the Board, and in order that no 
ook ^y be issued from the secular library, calculated to inter- 
eie with the religious profession of prisoners, we have asked the 
unaplains ot the prisons to submit a list of secular hooks to the 
n ^ r ’ an d from these lists we make requisitions on the Stationery 
ce ot such books. as we consider necessary for each prison. 
t reXl gj°w? books are provided in the same wav, on the receipt 
of a requisition from the different' Chaplains. “ 

01 many years it has bcenffolt that an invalid prison is very 
'J?, 1 re( l uire d) especially for convicts who are unfit for employ- 
• , °. n ^ Phbhn works or at trades, and who, although not 

° nsi ^°-^ei n g s > yet are not sufficiently insane to be 
tlio v* 6 1- ° “ lunatic asylum, and those who are considered by 
t0 be flt sub J ects f or such an establishment. The 
xioara, therefore, came to the conclusion that no time. should be lost 
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in providing a place of detention for these cases, and have selected 
Maryborough prison for this purpose. The' matter was laid before 
the Government, and the Treasury have sanctioned the sum of 
£4,000 for the required alterations of the prison. 

The principal part of these works are being executed by convicts 
removed from Spike Island Prison. 

Section 12 of the new Prisons Act empowers the Board to 
frame rules for, amongst other purposes, the instruction of 
prisoners, and rule 52, adopted in pursuance of this enactment, 
requires that : — “ Provision shall be made in every prison for the 
“ instruction of prisoners in reading, writing, and arithmetic, dur- 
»ing such hours, and to such extent, as the General Prisons Board 
“may deem expedient, provided that such instruction shall not be 
“ deducted from the hours prescribed for hard labour.” 

In the classification and time tables issued by the Board, pro- 
vision has been accordingly made for affording such instruction 
(if necessary) to all prisoners, save and except those in probation, 
between the hours of 1 and 2 p.m., and, again, between 6 and 7 



p.m., each day. 

Heretofore the practice generally pursued was to afford the 
instruction given to prisoners in collective classes, although 
frequently in stalls, but the leading characteristic of the present 
system of punishment being essentially that of separate confine- 
ment, this practice has not been considered by the majority of the 
Board as being any longer admissible, and any instruction now 
imparted in the local prisons has, therefore, to be given by the 
teacher to the prisoners separately in their own cells. 

This arrangement having been objected to by some of the In- 
spectors of schools, a correspondence took place on the subject, 
in the early part of the present year, between the Board and the 
Commissioners of National Education, resulting, the Board i egret 
to add, in the removal of all the. Local Prisons Schools from the 
rolls of the Education Department, the Commissioners being ot 
opinion that, as long as the prisoners had to be examined m 
their own cells, they could not properly direct their Inspectors 
to continue to visit the gaol schools. , 

The General Prisons Board are quite sensible ot the loss, m 
an educational point of view, 'which the discontinuance of these 
visits cannot fail to entail, and, when time has admitted of their 
giving this subject more minute consideration than has open 
hitherto practicable, they do not dispair of finding themse vesm a 
situation to devise some remedy whereby the advantages former y 
enjoyed in this respect may be still secured, without, a e sa 
time, materially interfering with that deterrent; influence on 
prisoners arid others, which the Board, feel must be a way p 
steadily in view, as one of the two primary objects to e ac . 
by any really successful system of prison treatment. __ 

In compliance with the provisions of the 24th 5 e 9^ 10 ^ 0 , . ~ , , 

Prisons Act visiting committees were nominated by 
Grand Juries at the Summer Assizes subsequent to the Act coming 
into operation, the numbers of each committee not exceeding twelve 
for the large gaols, and not less than four for the sma 
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These gentlemen in several instances have rendered much 
assistance to the Board, chiefly in enforcing discipline amongst ill- 
conducted prisoners, and in making periodical visits to the gaols. 

As the salaries of the officers of the county prisons were 
different in almost every gaol, the Board had to consider and to 
submit to the Treasury a uniform scale, which has now, after 
considerable correspondence, been arranged, with the exception of 
those of the medical officers, these being still under the con- 
sideration of Government. A schedule of the approved salaries 
will be found in the appendix, p. 39. 

Three inspectors were appointed by the Lord Lieutenant 
namely, Mr. Crofton, in April, Mr. Joyce, in August, and Capt! 
A. Hill, in September, 1878. 

For the purpose of their inspection, the Board assigned each 
a separate district, namely: — Mr. Oofton. the south-eastern, con- 
sisting of 17 local and 3 convict prisons, and 3 bridewells ; Mr. 
Joyce the south-western district, consisting of 9 local prisons, 
1 convict prison, and 26 bridewells, and Captain Hill the 
northern district, consisting of 14 gaols and 14 bridewells. 

Amongst other directions which the Board have issued to these 
officers for their guidance are the following : — 

“1. Each Inspector will visit all the Prisons in the district assigned 
to him, at least once in six weeks, and the Bridewells once in three 
months, unless specially exempted therefrom on any occasion. 

“ 2. He will inspect every part of the Prison, and see that it is kept 
clean and in good order, and will constantly call the attention of the 
Governor to the necessity of ascertaining that security is in all par’ts duly 
provided for. 

“3. He will inspect the officers, occasionally assembling them on parade 
for this purpose. He well see that they are clean and neat in their 
persons, and that they thoroughly understand their duties. 

11 4. He will give the officers an opportunity of making any complaint 
or representation to him, and, according to instructions he may receive 
from tune to time, he will dispose of the case, or refer it to the Prisons 
Board. 

“ 6. He will inquire into any complaints or reports made respecting 
any officer, or prisoner, or any other subject relating to the Prison which 
may be referred to him to investigate. 

“ 6. He will inspect the prisoners in 'them cells, and at their work, 
and will give every prisoner an opportunity of making complaints or 
representations. 

“ 7 . lie will inspect the Governor’s, Chaplain’s, Matron’s, and Surgeon’s 
Journal s, the records of extra diets, the account, store, and manufactur- 
ing books, and the cash balance. He will also inspect the record of 
punishments, and other books required to be kept in the Prison, and 
will call the attention of the Prisons Board to any irregularities which 
he may observe. 

“ He will see that the order respecting progressive classes, as well 
as other rules, are duly carried out, and that no prisoner is employed at 
labour not authorized for his class. 

“ 9. He will examine the mode of employing the prisoners, and pay 
particular attention to the development of the industrial labour of the 
prisoners so as to produce the best results therefrom.” 

Up to the time the three inspectors were appointed, the duties 
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of inspection and visiting the local prisons were performed by 
members of the Board, the Chairman and Captain Barlow taking 
tlie south of Ireland, and Mr. Bourke, the north. 

Under former arrangements the offices of Inspectors-General of 
Prisons and the Directors of Convict Prisons were situated in 
different buildings, and at some distance from each other. This 
arrangement continued up to the end of 1878, causing much 
extra labour and great inconvenience to the departments. 
There was also considerable delay in the re-arrangement of the 
officers, and for many months the Board was obliged to carry 
on its business without proper assistance, and with a very 
insufficient staff. This has caused much though unavoidable 
delay in disposing of many matters, with which the Board were 
called upon to deal ; but the new prison offices have now been 
completed, and it is hoped that by the concentration thus effected 
a considerable amount of unnecessary labour and confusion will in 
future be avoided. 

Up to the present the office staff sanctioned by the Treasury 
has not proved sufficient, and we have been obliged to obtain 
sanction for temporary assistance, owing principally to the very 
large increase in the work of the finance department. 

The Board are in hopes that, as soon as more experience 
is gained by the new officers and the several sub-accountant 
officers of gaols, the staff sanctioned by the Treasury for this 
department will be found sufficient, hut are strongly of opinion 
that much economy, of both time and money, would he effected if 
there was added to our staff an officer acquainted with en- 
gineering and architecture, such as is allowed in the English 
Prisons Department. We have felt that the want of such 
assistance has caused much inconvenience and delay in the many 
improvements and repairs of buildings, as well as added con- 
siderably to the expense of works in progress. 

It was decided by the Executive that the dietary scale, as 
approved by the Home Secretary in England, should he adopted 
in the local prisons. Some necessary alterations, however, had to 
he introduced in order to make the dietary as approved for Eng- 
land applicable to the religious requirements of this country ; so 
that the altered scale had in the month of J uly, 18 /S, to he placed 
on the table of the House of Commons for fprty days, in compliance 
with the 57th section of the new Prisons Act. As a consequence 
of thisthe'new scale did not come into force until June, 1879, ana 
in the meantime the old dietary was continued in the several 
local gaols and bridewells. _ . . 

Annexed is the scale of dietary now in use in all our local 
prisons, and, as far as the Board has had opportunities of judging, 
itappears'to be sufficient, and asarule, is reported onfavouiab y. 

Owing to the reductions of the status of the 1 1 gaols alrea y 
referred to, the governors of those gaols were retired on super- 
annuation' or transferred to other gaols where vacancies occurred , 
and, in addition, four other vacancies took place in the governoi 
ships of gaols in the year 1878, making a total of 15 new gover- 
nors appointed. As nearly all these gentlemen were quite new to 
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their _ offices, the Board has had considerable labour imposed 
on it m affording them the necessary information and instruction 
while owing to the new statutable duties imposed upon the 
medical and other officers, a very large amount of correspondence 
has been entailed upon this department. ' ' 

In the end of October, 1878, Sir Walter Crofton resigned the 
Chairmanship, of the Board, and Mr.Bourke was appointed to the 
Office by the Lord Lieutenant on the 28th of November follow- 
ing. Captain Barlow was. subsequently appointed ' to the Vice- 
Chairmanship, and in February, 1879, W. P. O'Brien, esq., one of 
the inspectors of the Local Government Board, was appointed a 
member of the Board. • 



Up to this time the management of the convict prisons was 
conducted by Captain Barlow and Sir Walter Crofton. 

"The number confined in the local prisons, in 1878, was 50 435— 
32,788 males, and 16,047 females ; in 1877 the number- 'was 
40,637 — 30,123 males, and 16,495 females, or an increase of nearly 
9. per cent, in the males, and of less than 1 per cent, in the females 
on. the numbers in the former year., 

The number of commitments exclusive of debtors in 1878 
was 45,336—29,674 males, and 15,764 females. In 1877 the 
number of commitments of criminals was 41,817— 26,583 males, 
and 15,234 females, or an increase of 11 per cent, in males, and 
nearly 3 per cent, of females over the number in 1877. 

The daily average number of prisoners in local, prisons was, in 
1878, somewhat less than in the year immediately preceding, 
viz, : 2,/ 89 against 2,995 in 1877. This reduction in the daily 
average number was, no doubt, owing to the transfers during the 
latter portion of the year 1 878 of long term prisoners to the convict 
prisons, the. daily average of such prisoners at Mountjoy male 
ma ^ e P™ 0 ns amounting to 134 — 72 males and 62 females. 

. The two following abstracts deal with the numbers in custody 
lia local prisons, from 1851 to 1878 and 1879, respectively, and 
the third shows the number of commitments, .and the daily 
average number in custody, exclusive of debtors, from 1854 to 1S78.

During the past year no material chaDge has taken place in 
the Convict Prisons. As has been remarked in former years, a 
very bad class of prisoners has been received. The convicts 
have shown a very marked disposition to violence towards 
Officers, and a tendency to combination to cause disturbances on 
tho works. During the past. year it has been necessary to send 
some cases for trial, to order corporal punishment in others, 
whilst sonic prisoners were removed from Spike Island to Mount- 
joy, to be again placed in probation. A. very considerable pro- 
portion of tho convicts have, however, been well conducted. 
Two parties of convicts have been transferred to Maryborough 
and Cork Male Prisons. At the former Prison they are employed 
in making the necessary alterations and additions to adapt it for 
an Invalid Prison ; at the latter, in altering portions of tho old 
buildings to render them suitable for the reception of prisoners. 
At the other Convict Prisons the employments of the convicts 
are unchanged, the labour at Spike Island Prison being at the dis- 
posal of the Admiralty on the Haulbowline Docks. At Mount- 
joy Male Prison, shoemaking for the Convict Prisons and for 

* In addition to this number there were 345 convicts under detention in the 
county prisons, and several hundreds in Bermuda and Gibraltar, who were subse- 
quently discharged in Ireland. 

t In addition to this number, 69 convicts from Spike Island Convict Prison, were 
employed at public works in Maryborough and Cork Male Prisons.

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many of the County Prisons is carried on, as also matmaking and 
repairs and alterations of the Male and Female Prisons at 
Mountjoy. At the Female Prisons, in addition to the clothino- 
made for the Convict Prisons, much has been made for the 
County Prisons ; to the washing already undertaken for several 
Publio Departments, that, of the Royal Hibernian School has 
been added. At Lusk Prison the convicts are employed on the 
Prison Farm. 

The diminution in the numbers of Female Convicts in custody 
still continues ; this reduction from 416 in 1862 to 229 in 1878 
is almost entirely owing to the admirable management of the 
Golden-bridge Refuge. It is worthy of consideration whether 
any convict whom the Manager desires to receive should 
not be sent there a second time, irrespective of the fact of the 
prisoner having beeii there under a former sentence. Unless 
a reasonable hope existed of reformation being effected, none 
could, I am convinced, be received by the Manager. 

Captain Barlow, under whose exclusive control, as sole Director 
the Irish Convict Service was placed from the death of Mr. Murray’ 
in 1873, up to the passing of the Prisons Act in 1877, makes 
the following observations as to the course of administrative 
procedure pursued during that interval:— “I must say that the 
Prisons were at least as frequently visited by me as sole Director 
as when the full number of Directors existed. Changes may have 
become necessary, but in the expectation of a Prisons Board beino- 
formed from year to year, I did not feel justified in altering a 
system which had met with much approval, and had, so far as I 
could judge, worked satisfactorily. 

“I wish, again, to state that had it not been for the assistance I 
received from many of the senior Prison Officers, and from the 
staff of the Convict Prisons Office, I could not have carried on 
the duties of the Convict Service.” 

In the appendix will be found a series of tables dealing with 
the statistics of the various local and convict prisons for tlie year 
ended 31st March, 1879.

Circular No. 19. 

General Prisons Board, Dublin Castle, 
SiBj 30tii April, 1878. 

Having regard to 42nd section of the 40 & 41 Vic., cap. 49, I have 
to acquaint you that it has been decided by the Law Adviser of the 
Crown that the Constabulary may be authorized by the governor to take 
charge of prisoners on their removal to and from the different courts of 
justice, as well as from one prison to another, without being accompanied 
by a prison officer. This does not, however, apply to the removal of 
juveniles from prisons to reformatories, which will have to be carried out 
as heretofore by a prison officer, charging the expenses to the Grand 
Jury. 

For the future, the expenses of the removal of prisoners to and from 
petty sessions, and others for trial or on remand, is to be paid by the 
Grand Juries instead of the Boards of Superintendence. 

In all cases in which such expenses have been heretofore paid in the 
first instance by the Constabulary, they should continue to pay them, 
obtaining the necessary certificate of a magistrate therefor. 

In all cases in which the expenses have heretofore been paid in the 
first instance by the governor of the gaol, he should continue to pay them, 
and lie will be entitled to be repaid by the Grand Jury.

“Tiib General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1877.” — Conveyance of Prisoners. 

The attention of the Constabulary is called to the 42nd section of “ The General 
Prisons (Ireland) Act, 1S77 ” (40 & 41 Vic., c. 49), under which “ a prisoner may be 
brought up in cases of adjournments and remands, and for trial, and may be removed from 
any one prison to another” by or under the direction of any member of the Constabulary 
force authorized by the governor or keeper of the prison. In every case of such removal, 
a loritteii authority , signed by the governor of the gaol, should bo given to the officer or 
constable in charge of the escort, authorizing him to remove the prisoner from the gaol to 
the place to which the latter is to be transferred. 

As to the defrayment of the expenses incurred in the removal of prisoners, the Con- 
stabulary are informed that the only difference that “The General Prisons (Ireland) Act, 
1877," makes in the mode of defraying such expenses is, that for the future such expenses 
shall be paid by the Grand Jury instead of by the Board of Superintendence. In all cases 
in which such expenses have been hitherto paid in the first instance by the Constabulary 
they are directed to continue to pay them, obtaining the necessary certificate of a magis- 
trate therefor. And in all cases in which the expenses have heretofore been paid in the 
first instance by the governor of the gaol, it lias been directed by Government that he 
should continue to pay them, ancl he will be entitled to be repaid by the Grand Jury.

Prisoners in Class 3, during tlie fourth, fifth, and sixth month of their imprisonment, 
may receive and write one letter, and receive one visit. 

Prisoners in Class 2, during the seventh to twelfth month of imprisonment, may receive 
and write two letters, and receive two visits. 

' Prisoners in Class 1, during their imprisonment of above twelve months, may receive 
and write letters once in two months, and visits once in three months. 

Matters of private importance to a prisoner may be communicated at any time by 
letter (pre-paid) to the governor, who will inform the prisoner thereof, if expedient. 

In case of misconduct, the privilege of receiving or writing a letter maybe forfeited for 

the time. . , „ . ... 

All letters of an improper or idle tendency, either to or from prisoners, or containing 
slang or other objectionable expressions, will he suppressed. .... 

Neither clothes, money, nor any other articles, are allowed to be received at tlie prison 
for the use of prisoners, except through the governor ; persons attempting otherwise to 
introduce any article to or for a prisoner are liable to fine or imprisonment.

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CONVICT PRISONS. 



. MOUNTJOY MALE CONVICT PRISON. 

During the past year the arrangements of this Prison have re- 
mained. unchanged, with the exception of fitting up two wings 
for the reception of prisoners transferred from County Prisons. 
Some alterations and additions in this and in the Pemale Prison 
have been carried out by convict labour. With these exceptions, 
the employment of the convicts has been unchanged. The diffi- 
culty in obtaining remunerative labour for convicts is very 
considerable, the only means of doing so, without interfering 
with the labour market, is, as far as possible, to meet the wants of 
other Public Departments by supplying them with articles 
manufactured in the Convict Prisons. 

It is intended to supply the Convict and other prisons in Dublin 
with bread baked in this prison. 

The management of the prison has been satisfactory. 

The conduct and industry of the convicts have been good. 

The health of the officers and prisoners has been good. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been satisfactory. 

The usual reports, with statistics, are attached.

GOYEENOK’S EEPOET. 

Mouutjoy Male Prison, January, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my annual report, with 
statistical returns for the year ending 1878. 

One principal warder and eighteen warders joined to fill up vacancies 
during the twelve months, of whom two were removed to Spike Island 
Prison, and four were discharged before they completed their proba- 
tionary period. 

The superior officers have supported me well in carrying out the 
duties of the prison, and on the whole the conduct of the subordinate 
officers has been satisfactory. 

In the month of June a number of incorrigible prisoners were sent 
here from Spike Island to go through a course of strict probation. The 
treatment laid down for them by the General Prisons Board was carried 
out in accordance to the orders given. 

These are men of a dangerous disposition towards officers, and of evil 
influence among prisoners through their demoralized tone of mind. 
These prisoners frequently give much trouble, and require very special 
supervision to pore vent- them doing injury to others. 

Prom the repeated misconduct of these prisoners the number of 
punislmieuts shown in the return exceed that of past years. 

With the exception of this class of prisoners, the general conduct of 
tile convicts has been satisfactory. 

The convicts have, as heretofore, been employed at mats, matting, &o., 
both weaving and otherwise, during their eight months’ probation. 

A large class of associated convicts have, during the past twelve 
months, been usefully emnloyed in this and the Mouutjoy Pemale Prison.

The laundry in the Female Prison has been enlarged, and a spacious 
drying room built almost entirely by convict labour. 

The general repairs of both Prisons, such as painting, plumbing, glaz- 
ing, carpenters’ and smiths’ woi'k, &c., have been almost exclusively 
carried out by trade warders with convict labour. 

A set of work shops have been built in the Male Prison, on the site of 
the engine yard, comprising a carpenters’ shop, a tin-smiths’ shop, a 
smiths’ forge, a smelting furnace, and a painters’ shop. Here iron work, 
tin work, castings, carpenters’ work, and painting, is done to a large 
extent; and with very few exceptions all requirements for the two 
prisons are met by convict labour as far as it can be availed of. 

A separate exercise yard for refractory prisoners, and stone breaking 
sheds for county prisoners, have also been built by convict labour, and 
additional baths for county prisoners are in course of completion. 

There were five convicts removed to D undrum ' Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum during the year, when certified to be insane. 

Three deaths occurred in the prison hospital. 

The health of the prisoners during the twelve months was good, but 
a larger average of the prisoners than formerly has been admitted into 
hospital. 

The medical officer was both attentive and punctual in the discharge 
of his duties. 

The prison buildings, and fittings pertaining thereto, have been kept 
in good repair ; and all requisitions on the department of the Board 
of Public Works have been attended to. 

I certify that the rules laid down for the government of the prison 
have been strictly complied with, except such particular cases as have 
been reported to, and brought under the notice of, the General Prisons 
Board.

Mountjoy Male Convict Prison, 

10th January, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to forward my report of the sanitary 
state of Mountjoy Male Convict Prison for the year ending 31st Decem- 
ber, 1878. . 

In so doing, I am happy to he enabled to say that, on the whole, it 
has been satisfactory. , 

There has been no outbreak of any epidemic or other disease. The 
health of the officers and prisoners has been good. _ Only nine officers 
of the prison were treated in hospital for slight affections, in addition 
to four from Lusk prison and one from the female prison. There have 
been three deaths among the prisoners, one of whom was received 
from Lusk prison for treatment. . 

Five prisoners were transferred to the D undrum Lunatic Asylum. 
One of these exhibited symptoms of mental aberration immediately after 
his reception. The other four had the better portion of their sentences 
completed previous to their being transferred. _ 

Fourteen prisoners were sent up from Lusk prison to hospital, ana 
after being successfully treated, with one or two exceptions, returned to 
their employment at Lusk again. T . 

The prison dietary continues to be good and wholesome, and I have 
heard few, if any, complaints as to its quality . 

In conclusion, I beg to say, that from the : Governor, the officers 
employed in the hospital, and the general staft of the prison, J have 
received every facility in carrying out my duties in tlie treatment of the 

sick. „

Gentlemen,— -I have not much to say, in this my report for 1878, 
beyond what I have said at former times, viz That the services of 
ie church nave been regularly held, religious instruction imparted, and 
• li ' visited in their cells, and that, in my personal intercourse 
with the convicts, I have found them attentive, respectful, and thankful 
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for iny visits and. admonitions. The progress in the school has been fair, Mountjoy 
considering the numbers, 234 in all, to be instructed by two teachers, gJjnicj. 
and that the assistant schoolmaster, in addition to his duties as such, prison. 

has also the duties of a warder to perform. 

In October of this year, a convict under my charge died in the prison chaplains 
infirmary, and, at the coroner’s inquest, held to inquire into the cause of Report. 
his death, the jury “ suggested a further inquiry as to the treatment of 
the deceased at Spike Island.” 

I say nothing of the prisoners here under my charge, who are not 
undergoing penal servitude, although they are nearly as numerous as 
those who are, as I understand you require information from me only 
respecting convicts sentenced to that punishment.

Gentlemen, — la accordance with your instructions, I have the honour 
to submit to you my report for the year 1878. 

In reviewing the moral and religious state of the convicts under my 
cave during the past year, I feel pleasure in being able to state that it 
has been on the whole satisfactory. All the prisoners, with few 
exceptions, have been invariably found docile, attentive to their- religious 
instructions, and ready to avail themselves of the opportunities afforded 
them to comply with their other spiritual duties. The holy sacrifice of 
the Mass was offered three times each week, at which all the convicts 
assisted, with every mark of respect and devotion; two religious 
instructions were likewise given to all these men each week, one every 
Sunday, and the other every Tuesday. In addition to this, three 
special instructions were delivered every week to convicts ; one, on 
Sundays, to the prisoners in association ; one, on Mondays, to fresh men 
and others, who had been found, on examination, to need elementary 
instruction in matters of divine faith ; and one, every Thursday, to those 
who are undergoing separate imprisonment, and are not allowed during 
the first eight months after entering the prison, the privileges of associ- 
ation. The confessions of the prisoners were heard on Fridays, ancl 
occasionally- on the days of the week. 

The discipline of the prison, as well as I could observe, has been 
carried out strictly, ancl atthesame time reasonably ancl humanely, and has 
in consequence helped to make the men industrious, humble, and obedient. 

The amount of punishments inflicted during the year for violations of 
prison rules has been small, ancl serves to show as well the good conduct 
of the convicts as the skill ancl efficiency of the officers employed m 
carrying out the discipline. In calculating the punishments, I do not 
take into account the fifteen or twenty refractory prisoners sent, for 
offences committed in Spike Island, to the penal ward here, borne of 
these men, indeed, perhaps I might say most of them, were weak. 
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Moustjoy minded, or, at least, not at all times quite responsible in their acts. To 
Convict be! P an<1 f lis P ose t^ 13 clasa of prisoners to moral improvement, oonsider- 
Piasov. a '- de adroitness, patience, and cliristian clarity are required on the part 
— of the officers who may have charge of them. I do not remember ever 
Cu'tUic ha ™ g met oae P risonei '’ however refractory, irritable, and subject to 
rim, Jam's gusts of passion, who did not possess some good quality, which midit be 
Itsport. greatly improved by a little encouragement, patience, and skilful 
management. As well as I could observe, the officers over the penal 
ward discharged their difficult duties very fairly. \ 

In conclusion, I have to say that every facility was afforded me for 
the exercise of my ministry, and that I have been treated very kindly 
by all the officers with whom my duties brought me into contact.

Such is the effect of religious ministration and prison discipline, 
instructions and restraint, which show clearly if men were to practise 
self-restraint as well as they submit to the restraint of authority, how 
very few crimes would bo committed. The causes of crime are manifold, 
hut are generally traceable to three principal causes external to men s 
minds, namely, poverty in the sense of extreme want of the absolute 
necessaries of life, defective, or no education, and association with 
companions of bad character, and of vicious dispositions.

Notwithstanding the many efforts made to educate the poor, very many 

poster's ^ ie labouring class remain in a sad state of immorality and intellectual 
Report. deficiency. Hence the commission of crime. 

The difficulties of avoiding bad company are manifold, and its injurious 
effects are equally numerous. Here I cannot help remarking that the 
prisoners passing under my view are, and must be divided into two 
distinct classes — firstly, the hardened and habitual criminal class who 
make prison a sort of home; secondly, the prisoner who, through some 
mishap, fatal error, or sometimes through being a tool in old criminals’ 
hands, is sentenced to penal servitude. The unavoidable association of 
these two classes in the Public Works Prison, after leaving Mountjoy, 
from my humble experience of dealing with prisoners, “ now extending 
over a period of nearly nine years” tends (together with the difficulty 
of obtaining suitable employment on discharge) to neutralize the moral 
improvement and education acquired while in prison ; for I am 
convinced that many a young man for the first time enters prison walls 
(and who unfortunately comes back) would never return to crime if he 
had not been mixed up with old offenders, who tutored him too well, 
alas ! while in their company, in the career of crime, which may well be 
said are their handicrafts. 



The New Prison’s (Ireland) Pill passed by Her Majesty’s Government 
last year, having come into force, my labours have been greatly increased 
by the addition of 111 county prisoners — 13 of whom were considered 
sufficiently educated to prosecute their studies in their respective cells 
without the aid of the teacher ; the remainder were classed on reception 
as follows, i.e . : Illiterate (First Book), 26. Learning to read (Second 

Book), 37. Able to read fairly (Third and Fourth Books), 35, and 
received instructions in their respective cells for two hours per day, 
y iz. : from 1 to 2 o’clock, and from 6 to 7 o’clock, p.m. But as these 
prisoners are not allowed to assemble in the schoolroom, the progress, 
as may be expected, is not so marked as in the Convict Department ; 
nevertheless, I am happy to state that fair progress has been made 
under the circumstances. 



The subjects taught include reading, writing, and arithmetic, also 
lessons on grammar and geography, and frequent exercises in writing 
from dictation, besides such general information as may be imparted by 
the reading of the very instructive school-books, and the elucidation 
of the subject matter of the lessons. While imparting these instruc- 
tions, I endeavour to promote, as far as lies in my power, the moral 
improvement and instruction of the prisoners, taking as a prelude the 
advantages to be gained even while in prison by good conduct : to this 
end I explain and endeavour to make them conversant with the system 
ol marks, gratuity, stages of imprisonment, <fec., (fee. 

The library has been availed of by almost every prisoner able to read ; 
find, I have no doubt, with profit to themselves. 

In conclusion, I feel bound to testify the valuable assistance afforded 
me by warder Aikms in teaching in the County Prisons Department.

During tho past year two parties of convicts have been sent to F ltl501 *' 
Cork Male Prison and Maryborough. Prison, to alter the buildings Directors 
at the former prison, and make at the latter the necessary 
alterations to render it suitable for a prison for invalid prisoners. 

With this exception no change has been made in the prison 
arrangements. I have again to report upon the very satisfactory 
management of this prison. The difficulties of maintaining dis- 
cipline in it have been always considerable, owing to almost 
unrestrained communications of the convicts necessitated by the 
temporary nature of the cells erected in buildings originally 
intended for military barracks ; for years the class of convicts lias 
been becoming worse, more inclined to violence, and less reclaim- 
able. The conduct of the subordinate officers has been good. 

Whilst the conduct and industry of many of the convicts have 
been good, there has been, during the last few years, an increasing 
tendency to acts of violence, and to combination to cause dis- 
turbance in the works. In some cases the offenders were prose- 
cuted, and in others corporal punishment was inflicted. As I have 
stated in previous reports, I do not consider any marked improve- 
ment in discipline can be expected until the convicts are located 
in a properly constructed prison. 

The health of both officers and prisoners has been good. 

The labour of the convicts has been, as in former years, at the 
disposal of the Admiralty, in the Haulbowline Dock Works. 

The usual reports, with statistics, are attached.

GOVERNOR’S REPORT. Oxmor-t 

lie/ oti. 

Spike Island Government Prison, 

June, 1879. 

Gentlemen,— I have the honour to present, as requested, my annual 
report, accompanied by the usual statistical returns, for the year ended 
31st December, 1878. 

The conduct of the subordinate staff was, on the whole, very satis- 
factory, but a good many changes took place during the year; 11 
resigned the service, 2 were dismissed, 5 discharged on medical 
grounds, 2 transferred to Mountjoy, and 1 died; 19 joined the 
service on appointment. As stated in former reports, a permanent 
staff, in a Public Works Prison, is very desirable in point of discipline. 
Experienced officers only can maintain order and discipline, among a 
body of convicts in association on the Public Works. The chief warder 
and the principal warders, discharged the responsible duties of their 
respective offices efficiently and satisfactorily. 

The prisoners were, in all respects, treated in strict accordance with the 
rules, and their respective sentences duly and fairly carried out. . 

No change took place in the working of the establishment, or m the 
description of labour, the main portion of the prisoners being employed, 
as heretofore, on the Royal Docks in progress at Haulbowline, and 
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the remaining portion in Royal Engineer and Prison "Works at Spike 
Island. 

Daily average number employed, 554 ; not employed (in hospital), *29 ; 
total daily average, 583. 

During the year there were nine cases of assaults on officers, and 
in three of these cases, from three to five "persons joined in the attack 
on the warders. Three of the worst characters were tried by the civil 
power, one of whom got five years in addition to his former sentence 
and the other two six months’ imprisonment each at the expiration ot' 
their penal servitude sentences ] nine convicts received corporal punish- 
ment. 

The combination and insubordinate conduct in the above cases, were, 
I may say, wholly confined to habitual criminals who have been 
brought up in large towns, such as Cork, Belfast, and Dublin, all quite 
young men, but reared hi crime, and accustomed to deeds of violence. 
And here permit me to offer an opinion, that if a resident or other 
magistrates had the power to try 'convicts for violent assaults at once, 
and to award, say, up to six months’ imprisonment, it would, I feel 
convinced, have a most salutary and deterrent effect. 

Total number of prison offences during the year, 955, as ag ains t 1,166 
in the previous year. Total number of prisoners in custody, 31st 
December last, 514, against 670 at same date in IS 77, showing a 
decrease of 156, but from which deduct 69 convicts in Cork and 
Maryborough Gaols, specially detached from Spike Island to carry out 
certain alterations in these gaols ; total net decrease in the year, 87, 
against 30 decrease in 1877. 

# It is satisfactory to see an annual reduction taking place for succes- 
sive years in the number of convicts, but the residuum is chiefly com- 
posed of the habitual criminal, and, I fear I may say, irreclaimable classes. 

The usual trades were carried on here, and on the Dock Works at 
Haulbowline, and gave a fair return of labour, as shown by the esti- 
mated value given in returns. 

The weak-minded and epileptics have been employed oakum picking, 
same as in former years. One hundred and thirty- five prisoners were 
received from Mountjoy, and 80 sent to Mountjoy for Lusk ; 38 were 
released on license ; 40 discharged on completion of sentence ; 2 sent to 
pundrum Lunatic Asylum, and 6 died ; 19 were returned to separation 
in Mountjoy, on account of their general bad conduct in association. 

No attempt at escape was made. 

T have afforded the opportunity to every prisoner of seeing me daily, 
and making any application or complaint he may wish. I am thus 
enabled to know more of the character of each individually, at the same 
time that it removes many things from a prisoner’s mind which he may 
look upon as a grievance. 

The buildings are in fair order, and well ventilated. The Roman 
Catholic Chapel, which had been for some time in progress, has been 
finished and given over by the Royal Engineer Department. The work 
was wholly executed by convict labour. 

The schoolmaster and his assistant had school regularly every evening 
after work hours. The respective chaplains held the usual Sunday and 
week-day services, and at which the conduct of the prisoners was very 
satisfactory as regards attention. 

Mr. Sheehan, Deputy Governor, gave me prompt and ready assistance, 
and was otherwise most zealous and diligent in his superintendence. 

I have not seen or received intimation of any abuse or abuses not re- 
ported by me. 
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I hereby certify that the rules laid down for the government of the 
prison have been complied with during the past year, except in such 
cases as have been reported to, or brought under the notice of, the 
Board.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Spike Island Convict Prison ; Officer's 
6tli June, 1879. Se *" r '- 

Gentlemen,— I have the honour to submit the annual report on the 
state of health of the officers and prisoners, and on the general sanitary 
condition of the prison, with the usual medical statistics, for the year 
!87S. . , , 

There were 50 warders treated in hospital during the ysar, for ordinal y 
ailments ; five were discharged the service on medical grounds, and one 
warder died rather suddenly. He was on a short leave of absence, and 
was found dead near his residence. He had not complained of any 
illness, nor had he been under any medical treatment in the prison. 

There were 152 convicts received into this prison during the year, 

19 of whom, being delicate, were placed under medical treatment and 
observation, and at labour suitable to the condition of their health. 

During the year there were 147 prisoners admitted into hospital for 
ordinary complaints, such as bronchitis, diarrhoea, simple continued 
fever, abscesses and ulcers, wounds and contusions, rheumatism, arc. 
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There were 6 deaths — 2 from congestion of the lungs, 1 from pneumonia 
1 from pulmonary consumption, 1 from liver disease with dropsy, and 1 
from syncope. 

There were two convicts discharged from prison on medical grounds, 
one of whom was delicate, and the other in good health, when received 
here. During the year two prisoners became insane, and were trans- 
ferred to Dundrura Lunatic Asylum. Both were in good health on 
reception into this prison. 

. No infectious or contagious disease appeared in the prison during the 
year, nor did any circumstance arise demanding special remarks. There 
was an abundant supply of water of good quality; the dietaries were 
wholesome and ample; the clothing and bedding comfortable and 
sufficient ; the ventilation good ; and the general sanitary condition of 
the prison was most satisfactory. 

The Governor and the other officers of the prison, on all occasions, 
afforded me efficient aid, and carried strictly into effect any recommen- 
dations for the welfare of the prisoners. The Resident Apothecary 
discharged his duties in a highly creditable manner.

PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. Protestant 

Chaplain's 

Spike Island Government Prison, Report. 
4th June, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my report for the year 
ending 31st December, 1878. Within the year I celebrated Divine 
service on fifty-four occasions ; administered Lord’s Supper four times ; 
visited prison hospital one hundred and fifty times j catechised prisoners 
forty-nine times, besides the general holidays, on -which I also regularly 
attended ; and visited solitary cells one hundred and forty times. 

Nothing throughout the year occurred to prevent the duties being regu- 
larly performed — neither severity of weather or any other cause and I 
only hope the regular fulfilment of them may have been attended with 
benefit to the prisoners placed under my charge. They conducted them- 
selves throughout the year with their accustomed regularity ; and though 
I regret to have to refer, to one or two cases of assault, in which a 
few of the Protestant prisoners, with others, took part, I don t think it 
reflects much on their conduct as a body, as these were committed by 
only a few of the worst prisoners among them, and the most trouble- 
some, from whom little else might be expected \ but, as a body, theii 
conduct has been satisfactory. The religious books supplied by the Board 
have been read with attention, being the most suitable that could be 
selected for general use, being plain and practical \ and I feel sure the 
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large supply of valuable and useful books on various secular subjects 
lately supplied will be attended with tlie best possible results. I can 
also refer with, satisfaction to tlieir general demeanour in church, which 
has always been respectful and attentive.'

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Island, 10th January, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to forward, to jou my report for the 
year ending the 31st of December, 1878, which is my thirtieth annual 
report as the Boman Catholic Chaplain of Spike Island Convict Prison. 

I feel enabled to report that the moral 'and religious conduct of a 
large number of the Boman Catholic prisoners was, in every respect, 
satisfactory. They were invariably attentive and reverential' during 
Divine service and religious instructions in the prison chapel, and pre- 
pared themselves to receive the Sacraments of Penance and the Holy 
Eucharist several times during the year, with every appearance of sin- 
cere piety. I regret I cannot say so much for a much larger number, 
who could not be prevailed upon to discharge duties which are obligatory 
on all Boman Catholics. This I believe to be the consequence of their 
vicious habits outside and their long neglect of their religious obligations, 
as well as to the contamination of their vicious companions here. 

' I beg again to call your earnest attention to the insuperable impedi- 
ments to reformation existing here, from the association of the prisoners 
on the public works at Haulbowline and Spike Island, and their going 
and returning daily , in gangs of. two and two, and also from their 
insufficient separation in the prison cells. It enables the evil disposed 
(and they are the greater number) to disseminate and keep alive the 
knowledge and incentives to crime among the better disposed prisoners, 
and thereby to counteract the efforts of religion and discipline for the 
reformation of the prisoners. I know that their association cannot be 
prevented while they are employed together on the public works, but its 
evil effects would be greatly lessened if the prison' were reconstructed 
into walled separate cells, as at Mountjoy Prison. It would effectually 
prevent evil communication by night, and while the prisoners are kept 
within the prison.

Spike Island, June, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my annual report for the 
year ending 31st December, 1878. ' ' 

I have much pleasure in being able to state that the religious and moral 
condition of the prisoners committed to my charge has been , on the 
whole satisfactory. The great majority received the Sacraments, of 
Penance and the Blessed Eucharist once, at least, during the year, 
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whilst a considerable number frequented them monthly, and some Spike 
even weekly, apparently with the very best dispositions. I had an 

opportunity of witnessing their demeanour at morning prayer, and at '

fidently assert that their conduct on these occasions has been, with 

some lew exceptions, very edifying. Chaplain's 

The exceptions to this cheering state of things may be reduced to Report. 
three heads, viz.: — 1st, Reformatory boys; 2nd, military offenders; 

3rd, “ corner boys,” from the large towns and cities. These arc the 
class of prisoners who give most trouble, and are found most difficult 
to be reformed. Hence, it is not unusual to find them returning here 
a third, a fourth, and some even a fifth time. It would be, therefore, 
most desirable to keep these apart from the great body of the better 
disposed prisoners, for the baneful results of their association are simply 
incalculable. 

I may, perhaps, be permitted to refer briefly to the Mission, recently 
given by the Passionist Fathers. The entire body of the prisoners, 
with only two or three exceptions, cheerfully availed of the blessings of 
the Mission, and I am delighted to be able to testify, that a most 
decided improvement has already taken place, and I trust it will be 
permanent. This was the first Mission given here, but I hope it will 
be an annual event in future. 



In conclusion, I beg to say that I have received every facility for the 
exercise of my ministry during the year from the Governor and all the 
other officials, and I wish to testify to their usual zeal and efficiency 
in carrying out the discipline of the prison.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Female Convict Prison, 
10th January, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — In forwarding my report of the sanitary condition of 
Mountjoy Female Convict Prison for the past year, it gives me much 
satisfaction to be able to report, favourably, of the general health both 
of the officers and prisoners. 

Of the officers, only seven were treated in hospital within the year ; 
three of them were attacked with small-pox, hut of sncli a mild type, 
the moment it made its appearance, I had them sent to the Hardwicke 
Hospital, where, I am happy to say, they recovered without any had 
effects resulting. It is worthy of remark that two of the three officers 
referred to were non-residents, and no case of the kind occurred, with 
this exception, either among the prisoners or the resident officers who 
sleep within the prison, a fact which, to my mind, speaks well for the 
sanitary condition of the prison. 

One hundred and sixty-seven prisoners were treated in hospital during 
the year, and there were only two deaths, both being feeble old women. 

Six prisoners were transferred to the Central Lunatic Asylum ; three 
of these were only a few months in the prison, and one showed 
symptoms immediately on her reception. 

The prison dietary is wholesome and good, and I have heard no com- 
plaints of it. 

To the superintendent, the officers employed in the hospital, and the 
general staff of the prison, I wish to express my acknowledgments for 
the aid and facility they have afforded me in the discharge of my duties.

Gentlemen, — Nothing has occurred during 1878, in the Convict 
Department of Mountjoy Female Prison, calling for any special mention 
from us. 

The convicts under our care have had good opportunities of attending 
to the “ one thing necessary,” and it was gratifying to observe with 
wliat assiduity almost all of them applied themselves to the practices of 
religion. 

Our duties in the Penal Ward were much lighter than they wero in 
former years, owing to the small number of punishments. Indeed, we 
doubt very much if Mountjoy Female Convict Prison has ever seen a 
year more successful than the last, and we attribute this success, in a 
great measure, to the increased numbers engaged in the laundry and 
other employments through the prison; for although we are fully 
sensible of the advantage of solitude during the first few months of 
imprisonment, we are convinced that after the expiration of probation 
time, the less opportunity there is for gloomy reflections in their cells 
the better for the moral as well as the physical condition of the 
convicts. 

In conclusion we offer our sincerest thanks to all the Prison officials 
with whom our duties brought us in contact, and especially to the 
superintendent, whose management has been so able and successful.

Sir, — T here are but three Presbyterian prisoners at present under 
my care ; . one is a county prisoner transferred here from Derry. 

According to your instructions that convicts and county prisoners 
should not meet together at worship, I have conducted two services. I 
know not if double work is considered deserving of double wages. 

The prisoners have, without exception, given me’ the greatest satis- 
faction, and, I have the pleasure to know, that my efforts for their 
good have not been fruitless. I have all needful facilities for the 
efficient discharge of my duties, the attention of all the officials being all 
that can be desired. In addition to my professional duties I have not 
failed. to notice the admirable manner in which all the matrons perform 
their important work. No institution could be more efficiently super- 
intended than Mountjoy Female Prison is. 

On behalf of one of the prisoners, under sentence of penal servitude 
for life, I have on several occasions recommended her to the mercy of 
the authorities. After above twenty years imprisonment, during which 
long time her conduct has been unexceptionable, I would respectfully 
ask, notwithstanding the seriousness of her crime, that her case (A.B.) 
may be favourably considered.

11, Anna-villa, Phibsborough, 

9th June, 1879. 

Gentlemen, — In compliance with your instructions, I have the honour 11 
to transmit my report on the working and results of the school in con - 1 
nexion with the Mountjoy Female Prison for the year 1878. 

In April Miss Crosbie, one of the teachers, was promoted to be Super- 
intendent of Grangegorman Prison. The vacancy thus caused has not 
been filled up ; but, owing to the diminution of the numbers in the 
several school classes, the work hitherto performed by three can now be 
efficiently done by two teachers. The school arrangements, therefore, 
were exactly the same as detailed in last report, and business was carried 
on during 303 working days of the year.

The prisoners admitted were examined on reception, and classified as

This progress is satisfactory when the difficulties the teachers have 
to contend with in imparting instruction to such a class are taken into 
account. Besides, the teachers would be neglecting a very important 
part of their duty if they confined themselves exclusively to the technical 
branches of instruction, viz. : — reading, writing, and arithmetic. The 
school affords peculiar facilities for making the prisoners thoroughly 
acquainted with the nature and object of the system to which they are 
subj ected . Instruction on this very important subj ect is given from time 
to time, as they are assembled in classes, with very satisfactory results. 

Such advice and instruction are also given as tend to enlighten their 
minds and bring them under the influence of right impressions as regards 
their duties as prisoners. As it is very desirable that they should have 
clear notions on these points, which is very rarely the case, instruction 
of the kind referred to is very necessary, and I am glad to report that 
it has, in almost every case, been attended with very desirable results. 
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Mobkwoy Of the 43 transferred to the refuges in the year, 33 were able to read 
Corner ant * wr '- te > 6 could, read only, and 3 were unable to read or write. The 
P.RI50.Y. latter three women were very stupid, but being very industrious at their 
work, and orderly and well-conducted in school, they were allowed the 
inSrew's P r ™lege of getting to the refuge, though unable to read and write as 
licporl. required by the regulations. 

Discipline was well maintained, and the conduct of the prisoners while 
under instruction was very satisfactory. We have succeeded in cultivat- 
ing amongst them habits of attention and obedience, and I feel satisfied 
the instruction they received exercised a beneficial influence on their 
minds and dispositions. I feel bound to acknowledge that the humane 
and prudent, yet firm management of the prison by Mrs. Sheeran, the 
Superintendent, as evidenced by the tone of order and discipline which 
prevails in every department, has been sensibly felt in the school, and 
rendered the discharge of the duties of my department comparatively 
easy. 

In conclusion, X have much pleasure in hearing testimony to the 
zeal, ability, and devotion with which my colleague, Mrs. Fitzpatrick, 
co-operated with me in promoting the welfare of the school during the 
year.

REGISTRAR AND SCPIOOL INSTRUCTOR’S REPORT. 

Lusk Convict Prison, 

24th June, 1879. 

Gentlemen,— I beg leave to submit my report on the educational de- 
partment of this prison for the year ended 31st December, 1878. 

On 1st January, 1878, there were in this prison 51 convicts, and 
108 were received during the year j making a total of 159 inmates 
within that period. ■ 9 3 were released on licence within the year, and 
10 others were disposed of by removal to Mountjoy Male Prison Hospital, 
<fcc., leaving 58 convicts in the various school-classes on December 31st, 
1878. As in the years past the evening school commences at half-past five 
o’clock, and after the labours of the day are over, and continues two 
hours ; the mode of instruction is precisely the same as in former years, 
and the prisoners on all occasions attentive, and manifestly desirous to 
improve themselves. The winter of 1878 was a peculiarly severe one, 
and although the prisoners worked in the sludgy fields during the dreary 
winter days, in the evenings they betook themselves to the work of im- 
provement with the utmost good order and docility. I know that a 
considerable number of the convicts received into this prison during the 
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year .was completely illiterate on their first reception at Mountjoy Prison,' Lusk 
and in their passage through the convict prisons they learned to read 
and write. Of course there have been some few exceptions in the way of Fail™ 
old men, and of excessively dull intellects who could not he taught. It is • — ■ ‘ 
my pleasing duty to bear testimony to the good conduct of the & prisoners 1Ce % u ‘™ r 
ill school during the year, and to their general behavour elsewhere 
whilst in this prison. The anxiety of mind regarding the future evinced Report. 
by the generality of the convicts as the time of their liberation approaches 
shows that the intentions are bent on better things, and the difficulty 
appears to be where to go, or what to do, after release, so as to break 
the old connexion. Of such as dissever themselves from former vicious 
associates hopes are to be entertained of their reformation and future 
well doing.
